I have received your letter of the 14th instant in regard to copper, and in reply have to 
state that when the exigencies of the public service are such as to require the immediate delivery 
of supplies they can be purchased without advertising. 


Should you require copper for immediate use, and there is not sufficient time to advertise 
for proposals, you would be justified in purchasing the same, at a reasonable rate, from any party 
who would furnish it of a quality that would be suitable in every respect for the purposes for 
which it is required.
